The accommodations on the ground are com- 
plete.

THE ABMY STARTS TO MOVE. 
The Military Displuy Which Was the Best 
Ever Seen in Atlanta. 

Atlanta may well be proud of her native 
army corps, for the military features of the 
day was the grandest the state has ever seen, 
with the possible exception of the Georgia 
army which followed Governor Stephens to 
his tomb in Oakland cemetery. 

The Georgia boy makes the best soldier in 
the world. 

The brilliant, beautiful uniforms, the 
brightly polished guns, the rows of shining 
buttons, the gracefully waving flags, the 
prancing, well trained steeds, the rumbling, 
rattling cannon and the soul-inspiring music 
made a thrilling and enticing picture of which 


--Mmo one could ever tire. 


Beardless boys, raised upon the old red hills 
of Georgia, marched with the even tread of 
the old venerans who preceded them, win- 
ning the admiration and applause 
of the throng as well as the 
respect of the rank and file of the regular 
army corps, they followed on the long, dusty 
tramp to the exposition grounds. 

Long before the confpanies began to reach 
the place of rendezvous, Marietta street was 
packed with men, women and children. 

Both sidewalks were literally blocked by 
admiring hundreds, while every window, pi- 
azza, stairway and doorway from the postoffice 
building on Mariettato Pryor street on De- 
catur was occupied. 

CLEARING THE STREET BY POLICE. 

The military had been directed, by special 
order from Major Fitten, marshal of the day, 
to assemble on Marietta, near Broad, at half- 
past eleven o’ciock, and an hour before that 
time Chief of Police Connolly, with his staff, 
appeared. The police were excellently mount- 
ed, and without losing any time Legan to clear 
the street from Peachtree to Spring street. 

Everybody was driven from the belgian 
blocks to the curbstone, and wagons, carriages 
and drays were turned away. 

The crowded street car only was permitted 
to pass through the three blocks reserved for 
the formation of the army. 

Immediately after the police had cleared the 
Street Marshal Fitten galloped up. He was 
accompanied by his staff, andas the party 
rode through the avenue they were Iqgaly 
cheered. 

Ladies joined inthe greeting of welcome 
and the waving of ’kerchiefs and the clapping 
of hands delighted the gentlemen. 

And a handsome set of gentlemen they 
Were.

Major Fitten stopped his horse, a beautiful, 
spirited chestnut sorrel, in the middle of Ma- 
rietta street, at the intersection of Broad, and 
in a second was surrounded by his staff. 

The group made a most delightful tableau, 
and many compliments were paid each of the 
gentlemen. 

THE TROOPS BEGIN TO ARRIVE. 

Soon after the marshal and his staff took up 
their position the troops began to arrive and 
assume place in the line of march. 

The Atlanta Artillery was the first company 
to show up. 

The company presented two field pieces and 
two caissons, with fortymen. Captain Forbes

command and brought his 
halt in front of 


the old statehouse. The artillery made a fine 
appearance and was greeted with ringing 
cheers. The field pieces were bright and 
clean, the caissons in fine trim for 
inspection, and the men handsome in 
their pew uniforms of dark blue with bright 
red trimmings. Captain Forbes was finely 
mounted. and looked every inch a soldier, as 
he cantered up and down the street accompa- 
nied by Lieutenants Perkerson and Bradley. 
The company remained in position until the 
line of march was taken up. On the march 
the artilleryraen won many admiring glances. 
Those upon the horses sat them well, while 
the gunners appeared like statues upon the 
boxes. They moved with the precision of the 
Fourth artillery, showing Captain Forbes’s 
worth as a commanding officer. 
THE UNITED STATES REGULARS COME. 

Almost before the artillery company had 
taken its place the Fourth United States artil- 
lery appeared near the Kimball. In front of 
the troops was the post band of twenty pieces, 
and immediately behind the band rode 
Major Rawles and his staff. 

The regulars appeared in regulation army 
uniforms and were greatly admired as they 
marched up the street in platoons. 

Major Rawles, who was in command, made 
a fine impression as he rode at the head of the 
regiment. His staff surrounded him in full 
uniform. ‘They were

Eizht batteries were in the line. They 
marched up Marietta street to Forsyth, then 
wheeled about and returned to Broad where 
they formed in line and then came to a parade 
rest. Then Major Rawles and his staff mingled 
with Major Fitten’s staff. The regulars’ evo- 
lutions were like clockwork, and the people 
were delighted. The eight batteries were 
commanded :

The band, with Professor Schroder as band 
master, formed below Broad street and enter- 
talned the throng with some excelent music. 

THR ZOUAVES COME OUT. 

Ten minutes after the regulars came 
to a parade rest, the Atlanta 
Zouaves emerged from the armory on 
Marietta. street and started towards the old 
state house. 

‘They caught the crowd and won the admira - 
tion of the reguiar army. 

In their beautiful, flashy uniforms they 
moved up the street with an even, easy, regu- 
lar step, showing how carefully and perfectly 
Captain Hollis has done his work as drill 
master. Captain Hollis wore a beautiful 
uniform of light blue trimmed in gold lace. 
It was a perfect fit, showing off his soldierly 
form to perfection. The company’s uniforms 
are brand new and in them the boys make a 
striking and catchingshow. The uniform con- 
sists of flashy red knee breeches, big 
cnough to suit the taste of the most fastidious 
dude of theday. The fezis red, too, and fits 
the head closely. A light blue jacket witha 
buff, gold-iaced vest adds tothe effect, while 
the white leggings and buff sashes makes it 
complete. They passed in front of the Fourth 
artillery, every member of which critically in- 
spected the line of thirty, commanded by Cap- 
tain Hollis and Lieutenants Dean and White. 

The Zouaves, band of fourteen pieces, ander 
the leadership of Professor E. F. Marston, 
marched in front, all the members attired in a 
uniform unlike that of the Zouaves only in 
the leggings and headgear. 

THE GATE CITY GUARD GRERTED. 

The Gate City Guard came next. 

The company Atlantians have learned to 
love so much marched from their armory down 
North Broad street to Marietta. The detach- 
ment of policemen cleared the way, and as the 
company wheeled into Marietta a rousing yell 
went up. 

The United States troops joined in greeting 
the Guard. 

Captain Lynan Hall walked at the van and 
the company followed by fqnrs. 

The Guard was out to cach the crowd, and 
they did so. 

With a solid step—so solidthat it raised an 
echo—the company passed up the street, the 
line moving as one man. Every one 
not having a front seat strained, stretched 
and tiptoed to.catch a glimpse of the company 
whose history is a part of Atlanta’s history. 

The Guards’ uniform is one of the prettiest 
in the south and alwayscatchesthe crowd. It 
was made up yesterday of the light blue cash- 
mere pants with the white an b pe stripe. 
the white broadcloth coat, trimmed with goid 
lace and the neat light white shako. 

The company took its position in the line, 
showing up forty men, rank and file, Lieuten 
ant Ellis and Goldsmith being in position. 

The Guard was late in appearing and when 
it came its flag was not in line.

The flag was not floating in the breezes be 
cause the compmpy and the coler sergeant both 
forgot it until the opera house was reached. 

he company was late because Captain Hall 
could not get his sword. That sword was 
locked in a chest and the key to the chest was 
in a negro’s pocket. Néither the pocket or the 
negro could be found, and it was necessary to 
break open the closet to get out the captain’s 
sword. | 

Captatn Burke, who commanded the com- 
pany when the European trip was arranged, 
stood in front of tho opera house admiring the 
Guard’s soldierly appearance and rejoiced in 
the reception the company was given.

Lieuten- 
ants Smith, Adkins aad Dozier were all at- 
tontion to their new captain, und if Captain 
Miller always handles the G. H. G.’s as sue- 
cessfully as he did yesterday, he will soon be 
known throughout the south as the best ca¥- 
alry officer in the country. 
THE ATLANTA RIFLES FALL IN. 

The line was to have moved at twelve 
o’clock sharp but the Gate City Guard did not 
reach its place until a quarter after. 

Still the march could not be started after 
the Guard came. 

The Atlanta Rifiles were wanted. 

So wero the Moreland Park Cadets. 

The line was growing impatient. 

So were the marshal and staff, and Major 
Rawles and staff and the throng. 

So were Governor Gordon and the gentle- 
men in the line of carriages on Pryor street. 

Couriers were sent out for both companies. 

The Ritles, however, were on their way 
when the courier startod for them, and a few 
minutes later were in line. The company 
came out thirty strong, under command of 
Lieutenant Harry Sucpk, and marched along 
the street in great shape. 

The company’s friends felt proud, and the 
boys felt proud too.

AT THE GROUNDS. 


The Milltary Interviewed by Governor Gor- 
don and Others. 

The procession reached the grounds at 1:30 
o’clock. 

The military marched around the race track 
while President Wylie, Governor Gordon, the 
other speakers and guests repaired io the plat- 
form. 

The grand stand was well filled, there being 
perhaps six thousand people in it. 

Tpon reaching the platform Governor Gor 
don, President Wylie, Mayor Glenn, Senator 
Whitfiejd and Speaker Clay stood in front to 
review the troops. 

Ry the time they had taken. their. positions 
the Fourth Artillery band, leading the troops, 
which had marched around the track, were 
near, Asthey came up they were playing 
“Auld Lang Syne,” as they passed in 
review ‘Home, Sweet Home,” and as 
they passed beyond played ‘‘Rally ’Round the 
Flag, Boys.’’ By this time the Fourth artillery 
which followed had passed and the Zouave 
band was passing in review. As ‘Rally 
Round the Flag Boys’’ was succeeded by 
‘“‘Dixie,”’ the great crowd applauded wildly. 

The military made a splendid display, and, 
as Governor Gordon said as the last company 
passed the stand, “although there are nut as 
many of them as I have seen, they march Jike 
regulars, and present a first-class appear- 
ance.”’

The Fourth, the Gate City Guard and the 
Rifles marched in platoons as they moved 
down the street, while the Zouaves marched 
in open order. The scene was one to attract 
the attention of any one who could see. 

With enchanting music. flying banners and 
prancing steeds the line marched down Mari- 
etta street to Decatur streat, then down Deca- 
tur to Pryor, and then towards Peachtree. 
Immediately after turning into Pryor the line 
passed open carriages in whibh were seated 
Governor Gordon, members of the legislature, 
the statehouse officials, Mayor Glenn, mem- 
bers of the city council and prominent citi- 
zens. The carriages were drawn along near 
the curbstone waiting for the troops to pass in 
order to take up their position. >

Mr. Glenn was greeted with applause as he 
came forward.

Mr. Pres dent, Ladies and Gentlemen: The thou- 
sands assembled bere today from every quarter ofthe 
country can scarcely realize that twenty-five years 
ago this great country of liberty and peace was 
separated into two hostile camps, each armed for the 
destruetion of the other, and that an invading 
army, after sanguinary battles fought with- 
in sight of where we gow stand, en- 
tered and destroyed the young city of 
Atianta, and it would tax the credulity of the 
most credulons, to believe that literaliy from the 
ashes of the burnt Atlanta the present beautiful and 
wealthy city has arisen with iis eighty or 


its large manufacturing interests and other en- 
terprises,its beautiful homes and its progressive cit- 
izena, and yet it is trne, tor today we open this ex~< 
position in celebration of the quarter centenary of 
the city’s fall, but Ict it be understood that we cele- 
brate it not because we are glad that the city fell, bat 
Lecause we are proud of the way she got up from 
her fail. 

Truiy, ‘‘peace has her victogies,”’ and the victory 
won by our own people over adverse circumstances 
and fn the midst of ruin right here within our view 
in rebuilding and enlarging this magnificent city, is 
greaterthan the victory of those who conquered 
and captured it in 1864. 

While the south did not suffer in every 
portion soseverely as Atlanta, yet the conflict carried 
desolation and destruction over the most of it and 
the result te!t her people without their accustomed 
labor and deprived of thelr weaith, the amount of [ 
which sounds almost fabulons, Naturally they were 
“paralyzed for atime as they realized their condi- 
tion, but the work of restoration wassoon begun 
and its progress is the amazement of the country. 

History does not record a recovery so rapid from 
the devastation and exhaustion of a long and re- 
lentiess war.

This cir- 
cumstance of publicity provokes discussion, and 
where discussion is there tomfoolery cannot long 
remain, Hence it may be said of Georgia: ‘Oh, 
ghe’s all right!’ Not that she is all right as yet, but 
that she is ‘‘getting there, just the same.” 

All this is true enough. Georgiais un- 
doubtedly getting there, but it should be re- 
marked that her alleged movement against 
sectionalism is nothing more nor less than 
a disposition on the part of the people to 
mind their own business. This course has 
given them so much business to mind that 
they have ncither the time nor the inclina- 
tion to ‘engage in the pastime of making 


faces at their neighbors across the line. 
Cotton Consumption and Exports. 
The Financial Chronicle’s statements of 
cotton consumption, the overland move- 
ment, receipts and exports cover the first 
month of the new cotton season and although 
the marketing of the staple has been on a 
more liberal scale this year than last, they 


show that the aggregate moved through 


outports and overland and has been consid- 
erably less than in 1887. The decrease 
from September of two years ago is largely 
ascribable to the lateness of the crop the 
current seagon, but another influence 
operating to keep cotton back 
has been the quite determined 
opposition in some quarters to the use of 
jute bagging. The relatively small move- 
ment last year was due (as was stated at the 
time), first, to the lateness of the crop; 
second; to the refusal of planters to pay the 
ruling prices for jute bagging, and, third, 
to the yellow fever epidemic. 

The gross amount of cotton marketed 
overland during the month has been 21,619 
bales, against only 16,538 bales for the same 


_ ‘period last year and 48,178 bales in 1887. 


The route via Hannibal, which carried no 
cotton whatever from April, 1887, to No- 
vember, 1888,—a period of nineteen months 
—starts out this season with a movement of 
1,356 bales. In the net the gain compared 
with a year ago is 4,968 bales—the totals in 
the two years being respectively 14,060 bales 
and 9,092 bales, but contrasted with 1887 
the current aggregate records a loss of 25,- 
402 bales. 

The receipts at the ports, as the state- 
ments from week to week have Indicated, 
have been much heavier than in the month 
of 1888, but there is a decline contrasted 
with 1887 of 93,066 bales. The- exports to 
foreign ports have been of greater volume 
than ever heretofore recorded in the open- 
ing month of the crop season, the high 
prices ruling in Europe having stimulated 
shipments. Notwithstanding thisthere has 
been a fair accumulation of cotton in the 
various seaboard markets, the aggregate 


stocks at the close of September approxi- 


mating closely to what they were at the 
same time in 1888. At the interior towns, 
however, the additions to stock have been 
less important than a year ago. 

The amount of cotton marketed dnring 
September, 1889, is thus seen to be 236,661

A TRIP TO SAVANNAH. 


Scenes on Tybee and Arourd Savannah 
—The New Hotel. 


President duBignon and Representative 
Clifton carried a party of friends, composed of 
members of the legislature, down to Savanneh on 
Saturday nightanud spentihe day in and around 
Savannah Sunday, returning to Atlanta on the 
early train Monday morning. 

The time taken in going ahd coming, including 
also the time spent in Savannah, took but 
ittle more than twenty-four hours. But it can 
safely be asserted that no party ever had a more 
enjoyable time, 

They were met by Mr. Dan Purse, one of Savyan- 
nah’s most progressive citizens, early Sunday morn- 
ing at the Central depot. He took the party in 
charge and rode around with them to the Pulaski 
house, where an elegant breakfast had been pre- 
pared, Afier breakfast several other prominent 
citizens dropped in, aud, under the lead of Mr. H. 
M. Comer, the party visited the new hotel, “The De- 
Soto.’’ This magniiicent structure is well under way, 
and will be compieted by the first of Jauuary cer- 
tain. 1t will be one of the handsomest botels in the 
south. The arrangements of rooms is complete for 
light and venulation, and one thing that is never 
seen—there are no back rooms, all front rooms, and 
all desirable. It is certainly the best arranged hotel 
to satisfy guests with their rooms ever built, and 
the room clerk of this hotel will have an easy time. 
Theinterior finish ofthe hotel is not very elabo- 
rate, but it will be substantial and complete, 

Ou top there is a magnificent lookout that give as 
fine view of Savannuh’s surroundings, This hotel 
when completed will be very attractive to visitors 
to the city. ; 

From the new hotel Mr. Purse carried the party 
to the depot of tne Savannah and Tybee Island 
railroad. Thisisashortline from Savannah over 
the marshes to the lower end of Tybee—about eigh- 
teen miles long. Mr, Purse was one of the origiua- 
tors of thisline. He met with great opposition 
when he first {agitated jthe construction of 
this road. Colonel Wadley and Colonel Screven, 
formerly two of Savannah's most experienced rail- 
road mecn, doubted seriously the feasibility of the 
plan, but Mr. Purse insisted and persevered and 
now has a fine road bed and a successful road.

High- Handed Legislation 
From the Augusta Chronicle, 

The legislature has passed a bill allowing 
the Lithonia and Atlanta railroad to use the right 
of way of the Georgia railroad into the city of At- 
lanta. 

Lithonia is only twenty-five miles from Atlanta, 
Eight passenger.trains every twenty-four hours 
pass through the town—six in the day ard two at 
night. There could have been no excuse for char- 
tering the new road because of the want of quick 
transit. 

Itis bad enongh to paratiel the Georyia railroad, 
but to condemn its right of way for a rival eompany 
is a high-handed proceeding on the part of the 
Georgia legislature that speaks badly for its concep- 
tion of the vested and contract rights of the old 
railroad corporations of the state, 

It was urged against the Georgia railroad by the 
advocates of the new road that it paid no taxes to 
the state, and that it was time its exclusive and mo- 
nopolistic privileges were shared by rival roads 
that would be subject to taxation. 

Under the provisions of its charter the Georgia 
railroad is exempt from taxation. The state is 
bound to observe this contract, but it is bad faith for 
the body that gave it corporate existence not only 
to permit another company to parallel it, but to take 
its right of way. 

lf the Georgia railroad was an oppressor of the 
people—ifit was, in the words of the demagogue, ao 
grinding, soulless monopoly—if there were no rail- 
road comnfissions, state and national, to protect the 
people from unjust charges, then the legislature ot 
Georgia might have an excuse for its bad faith in 
trying to destroy a corporation that for the last 
eight years has not been able to earn the rental paid 
for it by the lessees. 

The Georgia road isin the condition of southern 
railroads generally. Their capacity is much greate 
er than the business offering. 

The principle of competition, whenit comes to 
through lines that will develop new sections of the 
country, is all rigit, but when applied to local 
lines, in opposition to old ones that have vested 
rights from the state, and that can do all the busi- 
ness Offering at Jow rates, the principal is all 
wrong. 

The legislature has not ouly acted in bad faith in 
chartering the Lithonia and Atlanta railroad, but it 
has done a great wrong to a corporation whose ser- 
vice is eminently satisfactory to the public. 

Sugar coat as you may, the coudemnation of the 
right of way of the Georgia railroad and of the use 
of two miles of its track intothe car shed in At 
lanta, is practical confiscation. 1t is no excuse tosay 
that the proposed railroad will pay for the right of 
way and the use of the track. 

itis nowinorder for some shrewd developers 
to charter “the Augusta and Atlanta Air Line,” 
have the Georgia's mght of way condemned and 
then sell out the charter and franchise for a half 
million or more, 

If the legislature hasthe power and disposition 
to condemn the right-of-way of the Georgia rail- 
road and the use of two miles ofits track into At- 
lanta, why not condemn five miles ofthe track at 
either terminus? The Georgia railroad would be 
compelled to purchase such a charter at any price. 

The legislature is inconsistent and unjust in deal- 
ing with the Georgia railroad. The other day it de- 
clined to permit the extension of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad from Marietta 
to Atlanta, on the ground that 
it would injure the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
which is the property of the state. The Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad simply asked for the 
privilege of extending its line without condemning 
or using any portion of the track of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. Tais privilege, however, it de- 
clined to grant to a through line, What justice is 
there, therefore, in condemning the right of way of 
the Georgia railroad and its tracks for two miles 
into the city of Atlanta for a merely local road, and 
which is, in all. probability, a private and nota 
public enterprise?

Going back to 
the days ofmy childhood, memory cannot recall 
the time when I was not proud that I wa-a Geor- 


gian. But on that occasion, when I viewed the ex- 


hibits from the different sectious of Georgia, saw 
the wonderful developments we had made, that 
the state was rich in all the blessings necessary to 
make our people great, prosperous and happy, I 
felt like exclaiming that I was proud 
that I first beheld the sunlight 
as a Georgian, and the highest honors 
I could ask at her hands was to serve her as 1 love 
her, and, when life’s labors were over, to have a 
resting place in her bosom. It should be gratifying 
to the people of Georgia to know that this ex posi- 
tion opens with such flattering prospects, and that 
every indication points to the great good to be ae- 
complished by this worthy enterprise. The men 
who organized it, who have it in charge, who 
haye given. their money and time to make 
it a success, are public-spirited Georgians, and 
deserve the heartfelt thanks of a grateful people. If 
the resources of our state, made rich by nature’s 
God, are to. be developed, it must be done at the 
hands of such men as have charge of this exposi- 
tion, A public spirited, enterpris'ng and progres- 
sive citizen is a blessing to the people. I always 
feel like taking such a one by the hand and bid- 
ding him God-speed in his noble work. For those 
who will misconstrue his motives and discourage 
him I have the profoundest contempt. To such a 
class of citizens Georgia owes none of her prosperity, 
Observation has taught me that the resources of 
this state are many.

Our people will illustrate at this exposition that the 
hills and mountains of Georgia are filled with beds 
of slate, lead, iron, coaland other valuable mincr- 
als, To those who desire to engage in agricultural 
pursuiis, wecan say to them that we havea soil 
adapted to corn,cotion, wheat,grasses and every va- 
riety of vegetation. We will demonstrate this fac 
to them by the magnificent exhibits made 
here by the farmers of Georgia, Those 
who will carefully examine the exhibits 
of our manufactories will readily arrive 
at the conclusion that Georgia is rapid- 
ly advancing in these enterprises, At the 
end ofour cruel war, our people, recognizing a 
change in the statusof our aftairs, turned their at- 
tention towards manufacturing, a business com par- 
atively unknown to us previous to that time, and 
most gratifying have the results been to our people. 
Our merchants are here at this exposition to dem- 
onstrate that they have closely studied the 
markets of the world with a view ot meeting 
the demands of their customers, and théir effort 

have contributed largely to the prosperity of the 
state, The different industries of Georgia are here 
represented at this exposition to illustrate the great» 
ness of our staie.

As to the Reserved Seats. 

A few people complained yesterday on ac- 
count ofa portion of the grand stand being 
sold as reserved seats. 

At every exposition in the country the en. 
tire grand stand is-sold at prices ranging from 
twenty-five cents to one dollar, the usual 
price, indeed, the almost invariable price, be- 
ing fifty cents. 

The directors of the Piedmont, who*have 
spent more money for attractions than anv 
similar exposition ever spent, and who have 
extra charges for less than any other exposi- 
tion, decided to leave two-thirds of the grand 
stand free, besides having provided terraces at 
a cost of several thuusand dollars from which 
the races and all entertainments in the track 
or ring can be seen to splendid advantage. 
The entire second floor of the grand stand is 
free and is about the best point of view on the 
grounds, 

After having provided all these free seats 
the directors decided to charge a fee of twenty- 
five cents for the cushioned seats in the one- 
third of the grand stand which was left. They 
were petitioned to do this two years ago, large 
nombers of visitors preferring to pay for re- 
served seats iu order to get comfortable seats 
and to be assured of any seat at all. 

This policy isa wise and liberal one, and 
there can be no criticism when it is understood 
that four-fifths of the best seats in the build- 
ings and grounds are free, and that hardly one- 
fifth are reserved at the small fee of twenty- 
five cents extra.

Pawnee Bill bas succeeded him as the hero 


of the great wild west. 

THE PROGRAMME 
which was announced by C. M. Smithina 
voice that could be heard almost to the Kim 
ball house, opened with an exhibition of an 
Indian war dance before gvuing into battle. 
Sixteen bucks stirred up the dust considerably 
in the track in front of the grand stand 
to the music of a drum in the hands of one of 
their number. Their yells could not be under- 
stood, but the red and yellow paint on their 
faces showed they* meant fight. 

Then there was an exhibition of the “pony 
express’? by Don Juan, who rode around the 
track at a breakneck speed, changing horses 
whenever one became tired. The rapidity 
with which he threw his saddle from one 
horse to another and coutinned his ride brought 
fortn great applause from the crowd. 

The cowboys then had a race for a hand-~ 
kerchief— running a pony race fora handker 
chief tied to the string in front of the grand 
stand. 

Next was the most amusing feature of the 
show. The cowboys first showed how Texas 
steers were roped and tied. Then Mexican 
Rufus and Broncho Bob each mounted one of 
the steers and notwithstanding their bucking 
and capering generally managed to keep their 
seats while the audience laughed and cheered 
with delight. 

The attack on the Deadwood coach was 
perhaps the most reslistic feature of the show, 
arid when Pawnee Bill and his scouts arrived 
on thé scene in the nick of time and repulsed 
the Indians the audience fairly yelled with 
excitement.

To at extent this is 
attributed to the first oxpaliion: 

In the southeast corner the Estey Organ 
company occupies the same space as two years 
ago.

The 
exhibit is complete, one of the few in that 
condition yesterday. 

Just across the way in the other corner 
Messrs. Freyer & Bradley also occupy their 
old stand, with a handsome array of pianos 
and organs, in charge of Prof. Samuel Brad- 
ley, whose musical ability lent additional at- 
tractiveness to the exhibit. 

The Boyd & Baxter Furniture Manufactur- 
ing company’s display is very handsome. It is 
the first that meets the eye on entering at the 
north entrance. Last time this firm’s exhibit 
was considered highly creditable to Atlanta, 
but yesterday the elegant and artistic furni- 
ture that made up their display was far ahead 
of anything ever before manufactured in At- 
lanta. The collection embraces everything in 
the way of fucniture, in all grades from the 
cheapest to the costliest, and in every conceiv- 
able design. P 

Opposite this collection of home- 
made ware, is the beautiful display of 
imported furniture of Mr. pe. Y 
Snock. This had not been quite completed 
yesterday, and was not thrown open to the 
public at all. When the curtains are removed 
it will be a revelation of elegance and luxury. 
Some of the articles are of a very unique pat- 
tern, and the trimmings and settings are of the 
richest character. One of the features is a 
copy of Munkosky’s ‘‘Christ Before Pilate,”’ 
by an Atlanta artist. It will probably be to- 
morrow before the whole is completed. 

Another exhibit that is a direct credit to 
Atlanta push and enterprise is that of the At- 
lanta Piano Manufacturing company, makers 
of the Cooper patent piano. It occupies a 
conspicuous place, opposite the central en- 
trance, and when finished will be very hand- 
some. Two years ago the first samples of the 
Cooper piano, made in the north, were shown 
in a modest way, but today they are manufac- 
tured in Atlanta, and form one of the most in- 
teresting features of the exposition. 

Across the the aisle from the Atlanta piano 
exhibit, is shown the products of another new 
Atlanta enterprise. Itis Osler & Co., manu- 
facturers of tables ‘ind safes, 

Messrs. A. F. Cooledge & Bro., who exhib- 
ited last time, make a better show, on a larger 
scale this time. They have thousands of cans 
of Georgia made paints, and a miniature resi- 
dence, painted with the same. is an attractive 
part of the whole. 

Two of the largest and most showy exhibits 
in the main hall are those of the Atlanta City 
and Christian-Moerlein Brewing companies. 
The Atlanta City is made up entirely of bot- 
tles and kegs of beer. An immense polished 
oak hogshead, with silver-plated bands, occu- 
pies the center, It holds just two thousand 
gallons, and the display of beverages is quite 
tempting tothe thirsty palate of the dusty 
sight seer. 

That of the Christian-Moerlein company, of 
Cincinnati, is arranged on a = different 
plan, and withal a plan that will draw the 
crowds just as soon as the immense canvas is 
removed. It represents the works of the com- 
pany, an exact fac simile, with a painted back- 
ground showing the Ohio river and its beau- 
tiful scenery, and a fore ground of flowers and 
shrubbery. There is also still house on the 
crest of a small rocky hill, down which the 
water rifles, over pebbles and ferns. It’sa 
very pretty picture, and has cost the company 
up in the thousands to place here. 

In point of delicate beauty and loveliness 
the display of Rich Bros., is probably the most 
elegant in the building. It is a perfect fairy- 
land of delicate fabrics, silks, plushes, 
laces, and all 
quarters of room is 
exquisitely arranged, the colors blended per- 
fectly, and a more beautiful vision could 
hardly be imagined. Handsome souvenirs are 
given to lady visitors. 

A companion to Rich’s display of fabrics is 
that of H. Muhier, of Dresden, china and 
fancy wares. Itisin the form of a pyramid, 
and is just in the center of the building. The 
base is made up of bric a-brac and all sorts of 
imported goods, and on the stQmmit is a hand- 
some Pyrian marble statue of Hebe, making 
this one of the most interesting as well as at- 
tractive displays.

Nearly two 
hundred brands of tobacco are shown, all in 
artistic design.

The Atlanta Furniture Manufacturing com- 
pany makes a magnificent showing for so 
young an institution. It has been established 
scarcely more than a year, bat its display in- 
cludes nearly everything in the furniture line, 
from that which is common and cheap to the 
very finest and costliest.

His Friends Anxious That His tae ee be 
Continued—A Letter From Prufessor E. 
G. Moore on the Action of the Teachers. 


Captain R, J. Lowery is one of the retiring 
members of the boa:d of education. 

Five members will retire, of whom, under recent 
city legislation, but two can be re-elected. 

And under operation of the same ordinance the 
two to be elected must come from the first and fifth 
wards. 

The friends of Captain Lowry are very anxious 
that bis services should not be lost to the board, 
He has made an. excellent member, and it is felt 
that his absence from the board meetings would be 
seriously felt. 

Some of the teachers, headed by Professor A. N. 
Wilson, principal of the Marietta street school, have 
been getting up a petition which was to have been 
presented to council at its meeting yesterday, and 
will most likely be today. That petition asks that 
the ordinance be so changed or atnended as to ad- 
mit of the re-election of Captain Lowry. 

Professor E. G. Moore, of Fair street school, how- 
ever, disapproves of the participation of teachers in 
any political movement, and has addressed the 
following letter to Professor Wilson, which will ex- 
plain itself: 

OcToBER 4, 1889. —Mr. A. N. Wilson, Atlanta, Ga., 
Dear Sir: The petition to the city council numer- 

ously signed by teachers, reached us too yes- 
terday to be forwarded. I regret that I cannot, 

with my views on this subject, append my signa~ 
ture, I wish to state, first and foremost, that I 
pelty indorse all that is written in regard to Mr. 
owry,. 

T ay thea of five mambers of the board of educa- 
lion expire January 1, 1890, only two of whom can 
be re-elected as the law now stands. To ask ‘hat 
the law be changed that one of these gentlemen 


| may be retained, and makeno mention of the oth- 


ers. seemsto bea discrimination which I am un- 
willing to make. 

I doubt tae policy of teachers, as such, endeavor- 
ing to influence the action of the council in regard 
to the selection of members of the board of educa- 
tion. In the past, mauy excellent gentlemen have 
fuithfully served in this capacity, and, upon the as- 

iration of their terms, been suceeede by others. 

ret, no petition was ever sent forward by teachers 
to retain the services of any of .them. 
although this could have becn done without 
the change of any law. 

In this note, lexpress my own views only, and 
have not sou; ght to influence the action of any one 
else. lre zret, ho vever, that the non-appearance 
of my name upon the petition might be construed 
as opposition to Mr. Lowry, whieh would be far 
from the truth.
